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motions contained no toenia, nor 
any of the substance before mention- 
ed. He experienced no pain or 
licat in the lyina^y passages, though 
the urine continued to impart a scent 
of turpentine for three or four days. 
The patient has since remauied in 
petfect health, enjoying a degree 
of comfort, to which he had l)een a 
stranger for the precedinjr half year. 
He also said that the medicine, 
while swallowing, occasioned less 
heat than the same .quantity of bran- 
dy, or other spirit; and that the 
taste, and heat, which it caused, 
were soon removed by the honey. 

From this, and other inslances, 
the doctor is induced to conclude, 
that the best method of taking the 
oil, is without an^' admixture : that 
the dose of nine drachms occasions 
very little inconvenience : and that 
this quantity, perhaps owing to its 
quick purgative edect, excites no ir- 
ritation in the urinary passages, al- 
though it imparts its peculiar smell 
to the urine. 

The doctor prefers giving the 
niedicine unconibined,in which stale 
it is not attended with any particular 
inconvenience ; and states, that there 
is rio certain method of ascertaining 
the presence of the toenia but by 
actual discharge of portions of the 
"worm itself, as the pains and heavi- 
ness of the abdomen, the dyspenia 
nfld emaciation which the worm oc- 
casions, may also be produced by 
«tlier causes. 

In the number of the Philosophical 
Magazine, which follows that front 
ivhich the foregoingaccoant is extract- 
ed, several other cases are related, 
w here theoilofturpentine has been ad- 
ministered forworms ; in mostof which 
it succeeded so well, as to leave 
little doubt of its being very supe- 
rior to most medicines hitherto ^ised 
for tbe~samc purpose. 



De Luc's eicctric column. 
The small belts connected with the 
electric coluiriu invented by Mr. De 
L'jc, whiGii have been frequently 
before noticed in this publication, 
were perceived to cease ringing for 
about ten minntps on the -tth of Sep- 
toniber; then (the apparatus re- 
maininjj untnnclied,) to begin agaia 
to ring by intervals, stopping per- 
haps ludf a second or more, at a 
tiijje: they stopped for several day* 
after this, and began again, and at 
other tioies stopped forhoqrs: Ob 
the ISth of November, they were 
removed fron; the column, not hav- 
ing been heard that morning. 

On purifying olive oil for the piroli of 
chronoDUteri, bii A^, Ez. Walker. 

fJiil. 3la^. XXXVI ; 372. 
Nothing has been found to decrease 
the friction in titiie-jiee|)ers so well 
^s oil. But it has long been known 
that its use in marine chroijometcrs 
is attended with very bad conse- 
quences ; for it gradually loses its 
fluidity during a long voyage, and 
adheres to the machine ; by which 
all regularity in its performance is 
prevented. These considerations led 
Mr. Walker in 17^)3, to make ex- 
periments of methods to iriiprove 
the quality of oil for this purpose j 
in which he succpeded so as to se- 
parate a thick mucilagineres niat-- 
ter from even the bcit oil, which 
mucilage was opake and whitish, 
heavier than oil, but lighter than 
water. The oil from which the 
mucilage ha? been taljen is exceed- 
ingly transparent in a fluid state, 
but when frozen appears much whi- 
ter than common oil exposed to the 
same degree of cold. 

About ten years ago Mr. Walker 
sent some of this oil to Mr. B«r- 
raud, requesting him to make trial 
of it, and in March 1802, Mr. B, 
informed him " that he had just 
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received a chroricitneter in which 
the prepared oil had been used j 
which having performed a voyage 
of 10 months to aaJ from India, 
was then vibrating as freely as at 
first, and keeping tiie rate it went 
»ut with to a fraction o-f a second." 
In a letter to Mr. Walker, insert- 
ed at large in the original paper, 
Mr. Barraud farther states, " tliat 
for upwards of ten years he had 
constantly used the prepared oil for 
his chronometers, and in their return 
from long voyages always found the 
oil in good conlition, and much 
better than aoy he bad been able 
to procure before ; Mr. Bai raud also 
induced Mr. Brock-bank to try it, 
whi' very gratefully acknowledged 
the advantage he had derived from 
its use ; iiavHig found Mr. Walker's 
(i)il, on the retttrn of bis chrono- 
Bicters from india, far superior in 
quality to any he had before been 
able to procure." 

'l"he following is Mr. Walker's 
dlrcjctions tor preparing the puie oil, 
above nKinioned. 

" Fata (jnaiitity of the best olive 
oil into a phial, with t*o or tiiree 
limes as much water, so that the phi- 
al may be about half full ; shake the 
pbral briskly for a bttic tinw, turn the 
cork dovvnvvards, and let most part 
of the water flow out between the 
side of the coik and the neck of 
the phial. Tims (he oil must be 
washed live or sis' times. Afitr liie 
last cjUautily of water has been 
poured oil, what renianis is a mix- 
ture or water, od, and mucilage. — 
To separate these from each other 
put the phial into hot water for three 



or four minutes, and most part of 
tt)e water will fall to the bottom, 
which nnisl be drawn off as before. 
The oil must tht'n be poured into 
a smaller phial, which being nearly 
full, must be well corked, set in a 
cool place, and be sutVcred to stand 
undisturbed for three or four months, 
or mitil all the water shall have 
subsided, with the mucilage on the 
top of it, and the oil perfectly trans- 
parent swimming upon the top of 
the mucilage.. When time has thus 
compleated the operation, the pure 
oil must be poured oft" into vnxy 
small phials, and kept in a coof 
place, well corked to preserve it from 
the air.
